Frankfort. Ky.. March 25,— The 
court of appeals in an opinion by 
Judge White, in which the entire 
court concurred, decided the famous 
case of the commonwealth against 
former Auditor Norman and Audi- 
oes Agent Max Barker, of Louis- 
ille, holding that there w as no con- 
spiracy between the two men to de- 
fraud the state of any money, thus 
exonerating Norman, but holding 
that Barker must' pay back into the 
treasury nearly $10,000 that he col- 
lected illegally as commissions. 
More money would have been re- 
red but for the -tatute of limi- 
tation upon it. 

le decision is an affirmance of 
ower court as to Norman, but a 
rsal as to Barker, it having 
both excusable. 
Judge White's Opinion, 
passing, on the case .Judge 
White said: 

JVe are of the opinion that un- 
der the law providing for the ap- 
pointment of Auditor's agents the 
appellee. Barker, was not entitled 
to the commission of 20 per cent, on 
ise taxes received and collected 
by the County Clerk and paid by 
that officer into the State Treasury 
and that all sums paid to him on 
that account were illegally paid. 
The fact that the Attorney General 
advised the auditor to pay those 
sums as legal charges, and that 

f were so illegally paid for 
number of years, cannot be pleaded 
by appellee Barker as a defense te 
their recovery. The Attorney Gen- 
eral was the adviser of the Audi- 
tor in the matter and not of Bar- 
ker. As to the defense of contem- 
poraneous and practical construc- 
tion and food faith, and the opm* 
n of the Attorney General, as p re- 
nted by appellee Norman, we deem 
it unnecessary to determine, as ai- 
ding to our view of the case that 
not before us. 
In our opinion the gist of the ac- 
tion is the retention and refusal to 
pay back money illegally drawn 
from the Treasury. The charge of 
^piracy, if it had been main- 
tained by the proof, would but hold 
Norman jointly liable with Barker 
for the repayment of the money and 
this, too, regardless of any defense 
b) Norman other than it was leg- 
ally due to Barker. If the charge 
>t conspiracy fails there is no joint 
liability. 

The proof show s that a great 
part of the sums paid appellee Bar- 
ker were for commissions on li- 
ses that were paid to the county 
rk for a year, and dated back 
sometimes as much as ninety days, 
so as to cover the entire time the 
person had been engaged in busi- 
ness. In all these cases it appears 
thai the appellee Marker was paid 
his commission for the w hole license

One Hundred Thousand 
Trees In One Orchard. 



There is in the State of North 
Carolina an interesting settlement 
that has grown up almost without 
notice. Amid the long leaf pines 
not far from the capital of the Old 
North State is a territory of about 
six hundred square miles of what is 
known as the high sand hills. The 
hills are as high as the hilly lands 
of the North, but they are made up 
of pure white sand and on them 
grow sparingly and farbetween the 
tall long leaved pines that tower to 
a height of si.xty_to a hundred feet 
It was thought until the past tew 
years that these lands wi re worth 
less.

A Constructive Fraud.

In 1(523 it wao e$«eU-d tliat. any 
who cursed or (wore should l>c lined 
12 pence, or, on non-payment, be Ml 
^intneetoclu for 12 hoUti ;or, if under 
jJ2 years of aye, should Ik whipped. 
In 1694 another act wu.- passed fixing 
gradation* of pimL-iinient, and di 
. recting that young offender* lip U) 16 
should be whipped, and thiylaw was, 
—w*P 10 1«23, read publicly in parish 
^VcLwches, after morning prayer, four 
tifiUaymr. In 1745 thore wa* a new 
statute by which » kind of »w ear scale 
was established, wliereuuder a daj la- 
borer, a common soldier or sailor or 
seaman might utter one oath for a 
shilling; a person under the degree of 
ft gentleman for two shillings; a per- 
80 <Af or above that degree for five 
shilwngs and the penalties were 
doubled alter ono conviction, and 
thereafter trebled. Nor were these 
Wtj'y PTiaetments altogether idle. Thus in 
m.\ 1861 one John Mason Scott, a meal- 
man of Winslow, Bucks, "did pro- 
fanely curse one profarie curse' in 
given words "20 sereral times re- 
peated," and it cost him two and a 
half guineas 1 ; two sovereigns for the 
curses, at a florin apiece, and twelve 
and sixpence for the prosecutor, 
James King. Moreover, the convic- 
tion, was held good by Justices Wight- 
man and Blackburn. 

Sir John Strange reports a case 
whence it appears that William Col 
lier came before the justices and com 
plained that James Sparling, a leather 
dresser, of the pariah of St. James, 
Clerkemvell — a district not alto- 
gether free from the offense to-day — 
had profanely sworn 54 oaths, and 
profanely cursed 160 curses, contra 
formamstatirti,andtheleather dresser 
was adjudged guilty, and to pay twen- 
ty-one pounds eight shillings. We 
regret, however, to add that this de- 
cision was reversed, though only on 
the technical ground that the oaths 
and curses ought to have been set out; 
the lord chief justice, Sir John Pratt, 
Sir Littleton, Powys, Sir Robert Eyre, 
umSir John Fortescue Aland being 
/opinion that it wasnotforawitness 
to determine what was an oath — "to 
swear the law," as it was quaintly nut 
— since "it it a matter of great dis- 
pute amongst the learned what are 
oaths and whht curses." — CJcntlo- 
in'i Magazine.

Malietoa Tanus Comes of an Old 
and Noble Family. 



nta Name Mean* "Good Warrior," and 
He Claim* lo He «he Tw*n I y-Th I rd 
In the Direct Line of Royal 



Malietoa Tanus, who hns recently 
been declared king of Samoa by Su- 
preme Judge Chambers, is a living ex- 
ample of the fact that uncivilized roy- 
alty has Its genealogical tree as well 
as that royalty which appears annual- 
ly in the Almanac de Uotba. 

It is true that this genealogy is not 
founded upon written records, but it 
ia based upon a well-authenticated 
verbal tradition. Thus a young Sam 
who has jus* been declared king is the 
twenty-third of a line of ancestry. 

Malietoa is the combination of two 
Samoan words — "malie," good, and 
"too," warrior. Ilence the word sig- 
nifies a "good- warrior." And it was, 
in fact, a good war, a war of liberation, 
to which the word and the royal line 
of the Malie-toos we their origin^ 

Nearly 300 years ago the. Tongas, a 
warlike and brave tribe, landed in Sa- 
moa and seen subjugated, under their 
soldier-king, Talafeii, the entire group 
of the islands. Talafeii was a stern 
ruler, who reigned over the Samoan 
people with an iron hand. 

Besides his sternness Talafeii had an- 
other particularly disagreeable and 
horrible trait. He was a cannibaL His 
prisoners of war were his victims— his 
diet, so to say. They were kept in a 
big cavern. Pa i Vaimoa, and daily the 
"rations" of the ma m-eating king were 
fetched from this place. This was the 
principal cause of the uprising of the 
Samoans. Talafeii, who had grown fat, 
did not seem to have much confidence 
in another bout at arms, and he de- 
cided upon a "divine judgment" A gi- 
gantic rock on the beach of the village 
Safotu, on the Island Savaii, was to be 
rolled into the see by the Samoans, but 
all strength and dexterity were in- 
sufficient to accomplish the taak umtll 
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MALIETOA TANUS. 
(Declared Kins of Samoa by Chief Justice 

two brothers, Tuna/ and Fata, known 
as wise counselors and great orators, 
appeared as saviors. 

Legendary tradition has it that they 
caused to be prepared two great 
"sleepers" from the iron wood of the 
isilele tree, upon which numberless fat 
eels, which had been cnught for this 
purpose, were fastened. One end. of 
these timbers was put to the base of the 
rock, the other reached into the sea. 
A renewed mighty effort finally caused 
the rock to tumble upon these tim- 
bers, and amid the enthusiasm of the 
Samoans Uie huge rock slid upon the 
slippery eels into the sea. 

"Divine judgment" had declared in 
favor of the Samoans, and the Tongas 
prepared to leave. But rhey should not 
depart unpunished. Savea, a brave war- 
rior and brother of Tuna and Fata, 
gathered in haste all available Samoans 
and fell upon the enemy near Safotu 
and made such a carnage that the slain 
buried in one big cave formed a big 
mound covered with pieces of rock, 
which is shown to this day. The rest 
of Uie Tongasfled to the island of (Jpola 
and settled at its eastern extremity, 
near Aleipata. 

In the meantime the Samoans hadal- 
so gathered near Aleipata, and ire their 
camp they began their weird war songs 
just ast the Tongas were ready for their 
orgies. Tha Tongas took this song for 
an expression) of joy and carelessly 
abandoned themselves to their feast. 
Ivhen, like a cyclone, the Samoans feu 
upon them again and drove them again 
to flight. Another atand was made by 
the Tonga* at a point where thei tier- 
man settlement ia to-day, and there an- 
other murderous fight took place, which 
ended' by the Tongas being driven into 

Tuna and Fata had not seen each 
other during this aeries of bloody 
fights, and when they kVfiltasljj met 
both were m* much disfigm . d that the 
brothers.did notkmow eacli other, each 
taking the other to be an eiieny. A 
terrific single combat followed, in 
which both were felled to the ground. 
Savea had in the meantime made many 
prisoners, among them the daughter of 
Talafeii. These Savea did not give up 
to liU warrfors, but in noble spirit de- 
livered them to their father. When 
lie saw his apparently lifeltws brothers 
he stepped upon their bodies, and in 
this position the king of the Tongas 

Filled with admiration, Talafeii ex- 
claimed: "Malie tau Malietoa!" that 
ia. "Thou hast fought bravely, good 
warrior!" Henceforth eternal peace 
was declared between; the two nations, 
The Tnngas returned to their country 
and Savea, was declared ruler over ail 
Samoa. He took the. name of Malietoa 
Savea, and his brothers Tuna and Fata, 
who were restored to life, became his 
first counselors. 

This Is the origin of the name Malie- 
toa.
